Gibbs Proves Witty 
Old Parties Slammed 
Praise for Lymburn =~ 
Hon. “Serene” Parlby

A new oratorical star Mashed 
acrom the legislative firmanient 


on Tuesday afternoon, when 
Al, C. L. Gibbs, Edmonton's In- 
bor representative. swung into 
action for the first time, Leth- 
argis Icgislators became snddcn- 
ly alert as the Edmonton labor 
alderman opened with a few 
scintifiating witticiams, and al- 
though Ald. Gibbs tomed an_oc- 


castonal brickhat at the U.F.A.

sentative in the cabinet, the new 
labor minister had been sten in 
action Tuesday afternoon. 


Ald. Gibbs led off with a ha- 
morous apology for the position 
of the abor group in the 
House, which ts between the 
Liberal and Conservative repro- 
sentatives. He assured mem- 
bers that their location was no 
indication of their philosophic 
outlook, as they very emphatic- 
ally were not a middle term be- 
tween Liberalism and Conserva- 
tism. Metaphorically speaking, 
they found themscives ween 
the devil and the deep sea, and 
in looking around for some 
quarter that might be sympath- 
etic to Labor's point of view, 
he personally looked only in one 
directton—straight abend. 

As he sits opposite the U.F. A. 
benches his allusions were 
cheered from that quarter, ¢s- 
pecially when Ald. Gibbs added 
that he saw at least a glimmer 
of social consciousness § there. 
However, the Labor man took 
the gilt off the gingerbread in 
the next sentence by adding, “at 
aby rate I thought I did before 
I read the specch from the 
thronc.” 


But any expectation that Ald. 
Gibbs would jolt the Govern- 
ment unduly was dissipated 
when he stated that while dis- 
appointed in that lengthy docu- 
ment by tts Iack of encouraging 
messages, perhaps he wes ex- 
pected to read between the lines, 
a course he was going to pursue, 
with the hope that he was able 
to read correctly, as he consid- 
ered it neceseary for “the party 
to which I belong to, as far us 
possible, see eye to eye with 
those who represent the pro- 
ducers on the land.” 

Huving thus hoisted his colors 
to the masthead, Ald. Gibbs took 
a gentle poke at the administra- 
tion of unemployment relief, 
and apropos a sentence which 
appeared in the speech from the 
throne, saying there was a fall- 
ing off in applicntions for re- 
lief, he agreed mifldly that it was 
rather difficult for a man to 
make further application § for 
relic! after he had been clapped 
into jail for the crime of being 
unemployed. He admitted itt 
was an ingenious way of deal- 
ing with the problem, but hard- 
creditable to the adminsitration. 


From unemployemnt = Ald. 
Gibbs switched to gas franchises 
and the battles that usually fol- 
low the terming of solemn 
agreements “scrmps of paper,” 
and endeavoring to dispose of 
them as such. He was particu- 
larly censorious of civic fathers 
of the past in Edmonton, who, 
forgetting the old adage that 
“eternal vigilance is the price of 
safety,” had “fallen asleep at 
the switch and wakened up to find 
a sacred cottract merely a scrap 
of paper and the franchise filch- 
¢d from the citizens.” . 

“The sacred geese of ancient 
Rome were of more use, They 
at least raised n cackle of 
alarm, but our sacred geese of 
Edmonton didn't even do that,” 
said Ald. Gibbs, and consider- 
ing that two of the erstwhile 
city Dads aimed at are now 
members of the House, he 
couldn't be accustd of taiking 
out loud where he couldn't be 
sniped at later. 


But Ald. Gibbs has faith in 
Hon. J. F. Lymburn, as attorney 
general and senior member for 
Edmonton, t see that this “‘rav- 
ishment and violation of the 
sacred principles of democracy 
in rectified, r. Speaker.” 

Hon. Mr. Lymburn looked tn- 
terested, but said nothing, and 
Premier Brownlee was equally 
garrulous when Ald. Gibbs 
weuled @ statement that Fa- 
mmonton was not being lulied to 
sleep at the switch again tn re- 
gard to its telephone system, 
and that the government had no 
desigus op that paying utility.

Ottawa Estimates Tabled Show 
Increase of $6,634,347 for Year 


Interest on Public Debt De- 
creased by $1,404,008— 
Pensions Increase

OTTAWA, Feb. 16.—-Esimates for 
1927-28, amounting to $354,259,418 
were tabled Tuesday by the Hon. J. 
A. Robb, minister of finance. Com- 
pared with the rotal of appropria- 
tions for the current year they show 
an increase of $6,634,347, according 
to the official summary. The increase 
is mainly caused by the necessity this 
year of using 2 new basis of compari- 
son. One-fourth of the main esti- 
mates for 1926-27 was voted before 
dissolution: current requirements 
after dissolution being covered by 
governor general's warrants. 

When the house re-assembled in 
| December last the amounts provided 
in the main estimates, less interim 
jsupply and governor-general’s war- 


lranta, were voted. Supplementary 
festimates for the curent year, am- 
jounting to $8,005,893, were not pass- 


led and accordingly do not appear in| 
|the comparison, Heretofore, the es-| 


timates have been compared with 
, estimates 
jcould have been followed in this in- 
\stanoce, the increase over the current 
\year would have been $482,168. 

Charges authorized by statute to- 
tal $153,455,582. War commitments 
such as pensions, soldiers’ civil re- 
establishment, soldier and Jand set- 
tlement, imperial war graves, etc., 
amount to $48,649,280. The total of 
authorized by statute and war com- 
mitments is $202,004,862, or 57 per 
icent of the estimates, leaving $162,- 
264,551 or 48 per cent for other pub- 
lic services. 

The estimate of interest on 
public debt is $128,722,648, a de- 
crease of $1,040,008. This reduc- 
tion is due to the retirement of 
$48,000,000 of bonded debt 
which matured in 1926 and was 
paid from surplus revenues. 
Pensions payabie on account of the 

great war are estimated at $37,000,- 
000, an increase of $1,000,000, 
mainly due to retroactive awards.
